Washington, June 29.—Director of 
the Budget Charles G. Dawes, on au- 
thority of the president, has strip- 
ped the muzzle of silence from gov- 
ernment employees to end, if possi- 
ble, the fear and hopelessness which 
long have influenced their work in 
the executive departments. 

Before a mass meeting of 500-cdd 
officials and im the presence of Presi- 
dent Harding and members of ‘he 
cabinet, Dawes Wednesday aftter- 
noon laid down: three cardinal rules 
by which he hopes to gain unham- 
pered co-operation of government 
bureaus in successfully etecting ad- 
ministrative economies, 


Three Rules. 


First.— When the director of the 
budget approaches any government 
employee for information needed in 
working out the economy program, 
that employee must give the icfor- 
mation and will be protected. 

Second.—If a government em- 
ployee has what he deems vital in- 
formation and is not asked directly 
for it by the budget director, he is 
expected to volunteer it, again, be-4 
ing assured of protection. * 

Third—If a government employes 
who its interrogated holds back 
necessary information and the bud- 
get director finds out about it, the 


alibis. 

It is a revolutionary system, par- 
ticularly to those who knaw Wash- 
ington, and strikes at the very heart 
of the time-honored bureacratie re- 
sistance that has withered so many 
efforts at administrative economy. 
Dawes knows Washington, for, as 
be explained, he wae once a “bureau 
ehief” himself when comptroller of 
the currency years ago.

Dvidence of a continuation of im- 
provement in the general business 
outlook, a growing practice of strict 
economy among farming and all in- 
terests and a trend toward full re- 
sumption in general manufacturing 
lines in the six southern states com- 
posing the sixth federal reserve dis- 
trict, the features of the June busi- 
ness and agricultural review just fs- 
sued by the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Atlanta. 

States represented are Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Tennessee, Miss- 
The June 
review, compiled by Joseph A. Me- 
Cord, chairman of the board and 
federal reserve agent, and Ward Al- 
bertson, assistant federal reserve 
agent, states that while “there has 
been no pronounced change in busi- 
ness conditions in the sixth federal 
reserve district during May, there 
improve- 
ment in the attitude of the public 
generally toward existing condi- 
tions.“ 

„Wage readinstnients, though ir- 
regular, are taking place in many 
lines,” the review adds, “and there 
has been some uneven resumption 
in cotton and other lines of manu- 
facturing. Eleven reporting cities 
show substantial increases in the 
amount of building permits issued 
for May, 1921, as compared with 
May, 1920, and ten cities reporting 
for the same period show compara- 
tively smaller decreases. This activ- 
ity is attributable principally to the 
reduction in priges of building ma- 
terial, rather than to reduction in 
wages, 

Financial Condition, 

“The wholesale prices indices in 
this review show continued declines 
in the United States and all foreign 
countries from which figures have 
been received. The volume of goods 
sold during May, 1921, by. reporting 
wholesale and retail firms, compares 
favorably with the volume for May, 
1920, when the change in the gen- 
eral price level is taken into con- 
sideration. 

“Financial: conditions in the dis- 
trict during May were not materi- 
ally different from, those reported 
in the last issue of this review. The 
money requirements of farmers 
throughout the district this spring 
have been very much less than was 
spent in preparing for and produc- 
ing last year’s crops, which were 
probably the most expensive ever 
grown. Reports from All over the 
sixth federal reservé district empha- 
size the economy being practised on 
all sides.

Washington, June 29.—The ad- 
ministration’s permanent tariff bill 
was introduced today in the house 
of representatives and for the first 
time was made public. 

No explanatory statements ac- 
companied the introduetlon of the 


measure as heretofore has been cus- 
tomary and no official estimate 
was made of the revenue it is ex- 
pected to return, 

Unofficial estimates by members 
of the ways and means committee, 
however, placed the expected re- 
turn as high as $700,000,000 a year. 
The Payne-Aldrich law in the nor- 
mal pre-war years, produced a -lit- 
tle more than $300,000,000 a year. 

Examination of the bill, which 
Covers 346 printed pages, shows 
that in some cases the rates pro- 
posed are higher than correspond- 
ing rates of the Payne-Aldrich law, 
while , others are correspondingly 
lower; 

Schedules Not Parallel. 

An estimate of how the whole 
bill compares with the Payne-Al- 
drich law would only be -possible 
by tariff experts making a detail- 
ed stgdy because the schedules of 
the ne bill are in may cases not 
framed@ in parallel with the sched- 
ules of the Payne law,,but are dif- 
ferently constructed, 

In comparison with the Under- 
wood tariff law of the Wilson ad- 
ministration the new bill removes 
many articles from the free list, al- 
though it leaves a large list free 
of duty, including print paper, wood 
pulp, leather and harness, and ag- 
ricultural implements. It raises 
the duties on the great bulk of im- 
ports already being taxed. It has 
made no notable a to the 
free list.

Aldrich bill over which a bitter 
fight was waged in congress, 
showed material reductid® in a 
number of instances.

Another Invited to Parley 
by De Valera’ Accepts 
Offer of Irish Republican

Dublin, June 29.—The proposal of 
Premier Lloyd-George for a confer-

Mr. De Valera’s letter is quoted by 
The Irish Bulletin, organ of the 
Dall Efreann, as follows:

Mr. Lioyd-George’s proposal, 
because of its implications, is Im- 
possible of acceptance in its present 
form, Our political differences ought 
to be adjusted, and can, I believe, be 
adjusted on Irish soll. But it is ob-

| peace with Great Britain the Irish 
delegation. ought not to be divided, 
but should act as a unit on some 
common principle.”

As a means of guarding the Amer- 
ican dye industry from the inroads 
of foreign competition, a system of 
licensing is created gh which 
the tariff commission is enabled to 
check the movement of every im- 
ported shipment. as well as the pro- 
duction of the American plants. 

A provision was put into the bill 
which continues existing law in re- 
gard to Cuban reciprocity. 

Administrative provisions of the 
bill authorize the president to take 
steps to secure reciprocal trade 
agreements with any foreign coun- 
try at any time that such action 
may be deemed of interest to the 
United States. The president also is 
authorized to suspend any provi- 
sions of the bill in order to increase 
the duties to equal the amount of 
bounties or grants bestowed by any 
foreign government on exports by 


Limits Trade Pacts. _ 

With respect to the making of 
reciprocal trade agreement, the bill 
limits such negotiations to the next 
three years, and the term of the 
treaty to five years from the date 
of its ratification. 

The bill widely extends ‘the pow- 
ersofthe tariff commission, cloth- 
ing it with euchority to make inves- 
tigations of the activities and trade 
practices of importers and to ex- 
amine records of foreign manufac- 
turers and exporters to this country. 

The. administrative sections also 
introduce the American valuation 
plan of assessing duties. It is spec- 
ified that the value of imports al- 
ways shall be the same as the pre- 
vailing prices in the principal mar- 
kets of the United States, and not 
the price of the purchase in foreign 
countries. 

Stipulation also is made that all 
articles of foreign manufacture 
must bear labels or brands in the 
English ‘language wherever such is 
possible, without injury to the,com- 
modity. The brand of label must 
show, the bill prévides, detailed 
facts concerning the country of ori- 
gin and the contents of sealed or 
packed shipments

of those employees who had reached 
an agreement with the roads for 
time and one-half and also of those 
employees who “by agreement or

No Separate Agreements. 


No separate agreement on wages 
or working conditions can be made 
by any group of employees in a par- 
ticular ce or shop, apart from the 
agreemeht made with the class of 
employees as a whole over the entire 
system, according to a ruling of the 
railroad labor board today. The de- 
cision was issued in the case of 
clerks in general offices on several 
railroads who wished to negotiate 
separate agreements with the road, 
distinct from the agreement made 
between the road and the brother- 
hood of sailway and steamship 
clerks, freight handlers, express and 
station employees. 

The board stated its opinion, how- 
ever, that the personal office force 
of officials in general offices could 
be placed on an expected list not 
included in the general agreement. 
Under a code of rules to govern all 
the negotiations recently . promul- 
gated by the board, one principle 
stated that the majority or class 
of employées should have the right 
to negotiate for all employees of 
that craft. Today's ruling decided 
that this principle applied to the en- 
tire craft or class over an entire 
railroad system and could not be 
interpreted to mean a majority at 
any particular point on the line.

volume of loans in May than in April, one 
report showing a slight increase. Five Geor- 
gia banks report decreases of 1% to 5 per 
cent; six banks no change, and one report 
shows a slight increase. Three Louisiana 
reports show loans 4 per cent less during 
May than April. Two Tennessee reports 


show slight increases and two show small 
decreases. 

Compared with loans during May, 1920, 
decreases are shown by four Alabama banks, 
two in Florida, seven in Georgia, two each 
in Louisiana and Mississippi, and one in 
Tennessee, ranging from very 
creases to 20 per cent in Alabama, 25 per 
cent in Florida, 24 per cent in Georgia, 25 
per cent in Louisiana and 81 per cent in 
Mississippi. Increases in loans over those 
of May, 1920, were reported by two Ala- 
hama banks, four in Georgia, one in 
Louisiana and three each in Mississippi and 
Tennessee, ranging up to 20 per cent in 
‘Mississippi, 30 per cent in Tennessee and 35 
per cent in Alabama. 

Twenty-six reporting banks show greatly 
decreased deposits for May, 1921, as com- 
pared with May, 1920. 

Savings Deposits. : 

While some reports show increases in sav- 
ings deposits during May over those for 
April, the majority show that the deposits 
in savings accounts have not fluctuated 
materially during the month. The increases 
reported for May, 1921, compared with 
May, 1020, outnumber the decreases, how- 
ever, and it is evident that in spite of the 
wage reductions which have taken place 
and the unemployment prevailing, the 


district is larger than it was at this time 
last year. 

Loans are still being renewed in a ma- 
jority of instances. Eleven reporting banks 
state that 100 per cent of their agricul- 
tural paper is being renewed as it comes 
due, and ten others state that 90 per cent 
or more is being renewed. 

Sixfeen reports shew that 90 per cent or

Notable increases in building permits oc- 
curred at several points in the district dur- 
ing May, compared to figures for May, 1920. 
Permits for the erection of an apartment 
house valued at $60,000 and a school build- 
ing valued at $200,000, taken with an in- 
crease in permits for dwellings from 40 in 
May, 1920, to 165 in May, 1921, caused an 
increase of 163.1 per cent at Birmingham. 

This applies also to Knoxville, Nashville 
and Jacksonville. The increase at Mont- 
gomery is acceunted for solely by the in- 
crease in dwelling construction from $4,950 
lu May, 1920, to $28,740 in May. 1921, per- 
mits for repairs and alterations being 
slightly less in May this year. Permits for 
two churches, with a suhstantial increase in 
the number and value of dwelling permits, 
were the cause of the increase at Atlanta. 
At New Orleans in May, 1920, permits for 
two large bank «buildings and other smaller 
buildings were issued to the value of over 
$2,100,000, While the number and value wf 
residences increased substantially, a de- 
crease is shown in the total for the month. 

Manufacturing. 

Manufacturers of cotton hosiery report 
continued improvement, although slight, in 
their operations. Two mills report increases 
of 5 and 10 per cent, respectively, in pro- 
duction during May, compared with April, 
although three reports show production 
smaller by 14, 20 and 40 per cent, respec- 
tively, than during May, 49020. Stocks of 
manufactured product have decreased slight- 
ly compared with the end of April, but are 
considerably larger than stocks on hand at 
the end of May last year, and unfilled or- 
ders are from 25 per cent to 75 per cent 
less than for May, 1920. Prices were an 
average of 60 per cent less in May, 1921, 
than those prevailing one year ago, while 
wages paid are reported at from 12% to 40 
per cent legs.

owner of such land is not getting 
any of its worth. 

“Here are many, many crop ad- 
vantages which we fail to turn into 
money and happy homes, free from 
debt and poverty.” 

There's an abundance of the 
fruits of the soil over which to 
Say grace in every Georgia’ farm- 
ing community. All that is needed 
is to make the most of the oppor- 
tunities at the home doors to bring 
about a greater measure of home 
prosperity. *

PLEA OF KELLOY 
FOR COMMUTATION 
IS SET FOR JULY 5 


The state prison commission will 
hear a plea for executive elemency 
for Jack Kelloy, sentenced to be 
executed July 15 for killing Le- 
Roy Trexler, Atlanta taxicab driv- 
er, at its regular monthly session 
July 5, it was announced Wednes- 
day. Kelloy is now in the Spald- 
ing county jail awaiting action by 
the commission and the governor 
on his petition for. commutation 
of the death sentence. 

Judge ; . H. Searcy, of the 
Flint circuit, who presided at Kel- 
loy’s trial in Griffin, wrote a strong 
letter of protest against the ex- 
tension of clemency in the Kel- 
loy case. The letter was received 
by the commission Wednesday. 

“Unless Kelloy is made to pay 
the full penalty of his crime, this 
penalty (death) should be stricken 
from the law as punishment for 
murder,” Judge Searcy declared. 
Judge Searcy added that Kelloy 
had received a fair trial and point. 
ed out that the supreme court up- 
held the verdict of the Spalding 
county jury. 

Attorneys representing Kelloy 
will appear before Governor Hard- 
wick in a move to have a luna 
commission to examine Kelloy as to 
his sanity.
